Adopted stations 
get fresh looks 

Sometimes it pays to have rich neigh- 
bors. Just look at the North/Clybourn 
station, which is getting a facelift 
courtesy of the Apple store opening soon 
next door. 

The Red Line station’s weathered 
facade has been replaced by new bricks, 
paint and white tile at its entrance. 

Construction is set to be completed 
this week, the CTA said, as part of the 
agency’s groundbreaking $3.9 million deal with Apple, which gives 
the technology giant the option of naming rights for the station if the 
CTA decides to sell those rights. 

Though the Apple agreement is unique, the North/Clybourn stop 
is not alone in having a guardian angel. Six stops are part of the CTA’s 
Adopt-a- Station program, which has allowed individuals and organi- 
zations to enhance the face of a CTA station since 1997. 

The Addison, Bryn Mawr, Granville, Harrison and 95th Street stops 
on the Red Line and the Merchandise Mart stop on the Brown/Purple 
lines currently are being adopted by various groups, the CTA said. 

Under CTA rules, groups sign on for two-year terms. They don’t 
have to pay the CTA to adopt the station or for day-to-day mainte- 
nance. But they do have to pay for any materials and equipment they 
use to improve the station. Other obligations are not exactly clear. 

Steve Musgrave, an illustrator who paints baseball players, has 
adopted the Addison station since 1998. That year, four of his murals 
of legendary Cubs players were hung in the station house. 

But that has been the extent of Musgrave ’s contribution to the 
station. 

“I don’t do any maintenance or any kind of upgrades,” said Mus- 
grave, 52, of Roscoe Village. “There’s not much for me to do unless I 
do new paintings . ” 

Musgrave says nowadays he doesn’t use that station regularly— 
when he needs to go to Wrigley Field, he walks. 

Columbia College is a bit more hands-on with its projects at the 
Merchandise Mart and Harrison stations. 

At the Merchandise Mart stop, the college has an “in transit” 
photo gallery maintained by its photo department for nearly nine 
years and updated about once a year, said Joe Leamanczyk, project 
manager in the Columbia office of campus environment. 

At the Harrison stop, the English department cares for a haiku 
art installation that cost the college about $15,000 for materials and 
upkeep since 2008, when the project was set up, Leamanczyk said. 

“For us, it’s a pretty good value for the exposure it brings,” Lea- 
manczyk said. “We think it’s good for helping put our campus and 
our brand out there. ... We look forward to extending that relation- 
ship.”

Chicagoans are tough. 

Wb’re winter warriors who will suck it up 
when the mercury drops below zero. In the 
summer, well sweat for hours in the swelter- 
ing heat— so long as we can have a cold one at 
one of the many street fests throughout the 
city or go for a run on the crowded lakefront 
path, Wb’ll slog through traffic jams, pack 
ourselves into crowded “I” cars and chain our 
bikes to any sturdy of thing we can find when 
a rack isn’t handy— all in the pursuit of the 
Windy City’s charm. 

Consider the hodgepodge of recent polls 
showing what we have and what we have to 
put up with: Chicago’s one of the best places 
for young people to live, according to a July 
survey from business forecaster kip linger, 
com. It’s also one of the worst place for driv- 
ers, if you’re citing Allstate’s September sur- 
vey (we’re the 167th safest driving city out of 
200). Windy City residents have sex less often 
than other cities (July Trojan survey), our men 
are angrier than most (July Men’s Health sur- 
vey), and we are the 24th best place to live in 
the world (April askmen.com survey). 

WTen the Tribune and WGN polled resi- 
dents last month about what they can’t get 
enough of in the Windy City, the responses 
across all age groups were what you might ex- 
pect: Aoung or old, in the city or suburbs, and 
regardless of race or income level, people’s 
love affair with Chicago’s slew of activities is 
tops. Not so high up there: Crime and taxes 
(Chicago has one of the country’s highest 
sales taxes at 9.75 percent). Additionally, more 
than 4 in 10 city residents said they think the 
quality of life in Chicago has gone down in the 
past 10 years. 

As folks here were sounding off on what 
makes the city tick, residents of the Empire 
State last month responded to a New Aork 
Post poll about that city’s most annoying 
realities: “People who block subway doors” 
topped the list, followed by “slow-walking 
tourists” and “cabdrivers on cell phones.” 

Sounds a lot like what we deal with here, 
doesn’t it? RedEye decided to hit the streets 
to see what’s irking Chicagoans. Although 
many said they love the city, there are a few 
things getting under their skin— namely, 
transportation issues. Here’s a look at the un- 
scientific results.

Rahm Emanuel is nearing a decision on 
whether to leave the White House and ex- 
plore a run for mayor of Chicago, a source 
close to the White House chief of staff 
said late Monday 

An announcement could come as early 
as Friday the source said, but Emanuel 
hasn’t yet settled on a final decision. 

“Because of family considerations, no 
final decision has been made,” said the 
source, who requested anonymity to dis- 
cuss the sensitive subject. 

In the weeks since Mayor Daley an- 
nounced that he would not seek reelec- 
tion, Emanuel has been in discussion with 
political leaders and other prospective 
candidates for the office. 

But some of the most difficult conver- 
sations have been at home, say friends, as 
Emanuel and his wife weigh the pros and 
cons of a run. 

After Obama was sworn in, Emanuel 
and his wife, Amy Rule, moved their family 
to Washington. The children now attend 
school in the Washington area, complicat- 
ing the decision to move back to Chicago 
for what would surely be a difficult run for 
office. 

“Nothing is set in stone,” a friend of 
Emanuel said over the weekend.

Shirley Medina’s voice shook slightly as she 
guided the double jury through the horrific af- 
termath of an attack that left her mother’s face 
burned beyond recognition by a bottle of acid. 

“This is my mother’s face,” she said, fidget- 
ing with her hands as a photo of the damage 
to Esperanza Medina flashed onto a large pro- 
jection screen in the courtroom. 

The effect was evident in the jury box. One 
man reflexively put his hand to his mouth, his 
face flushing. A woman swallowed hard and 





blinked, while down the row, ayoung man rubbed 
his hands together and stared at the floor. 

The photos — four in all— brought a grim 


close to the opening of testimony Monday at 
the trial of Ofelia Garcia, 60, and her former 
daughter-in-law, Maria Olvera-Garcia, 37, on 
charges of heinous battery in the 2008 attack. 

The younger Medina, 24, tried to keep her 
composure as she left the witness stand and 
walked past the jury, but when she reached 
the spectators gallery, she burst into tears and 
leaned heavily on a victim-advocate for comfort. 

Her mother was hospitalized for four 
months, much of it spent in a medically in- 
duced coma while doctors performed painful 


skin graft operations, prosecutors said. 

Earlier Monday, three teenagers — two 
girls and a boy who pleaded guilty to juvenile 
charges — testified that the two women re- 
cruited them to carry out the assault. 

The Tribune is not identifying the teens be- 
cause all were charged as juveniles at the time 
of the attack. The girl and boy are both serv- 
ing sentences that could keep them in custody 
until they turn 21. The third teen, who didn’t 
physically attack Medina, was given proba- 
tion for going along with the others. 


Agencies to state: 
It’s time to pay up

The paper trail of Illinois’ budget crisis reaches hundreds of 
letters high, each pleading missive an example of a state too 
broke to pay its bills. 

The disabled soon won’t have a place to live. The drug- 
addicted could be turned away for treatment. Prison inmates 
will run out of toilet paper. 

The threats are found in so-called “hardship letters” that 
flood the Illinois comptroller’s office, sent in mostly by ser- 
vice providers begging the state to send whatever money it 
can spare to ease the crunch. 

“We have reached the end of our credit line and have bor- 
rowed ... from all other available sources,” wrote Wayne Kott- 
meyer, executive director of St. Coletta’s of Illinois, a Tinley 
Park nonprofit that serves the developmentally disabled. 
“We see a disaster in the making.” 

All the providers want is what the state owes them, but as 
Illinois faces a $4.6 billion backlog in bills and no money to 
pay them, most often what they get is just enough to survive. 

“Every day is a triage situation,” comptroller spokeswoman 
Carol Knowles said. “There is a limited pot of money” 

And the situation isn’t getting any better. Knowles said 
the state has bills dating as far back as seven months and the 
backlog is likely to “worsen during the next several months.”

Activists rally near FBI headquarters

About 350 anti-war activists, clergy members and trade 
union members condemned federal authorities outside the 
Chicago FBI headquarters for their raids last week of the 
homes of activists in Chicago and Minneapolis. 

Signs read “Freedom to Dissent” and “One Nation Under 
Surveillance.” Others chanted into bull horns, “Freedom of 
speech under attack/What do we do?/Stand up, fight back!” 

“It’s not just our family It’s not just those that got the 
knock on Friday It’s not just the many, many movement activ- 
ists that are here today” said Stephanie Weiner, whose home 
in Fogan Square was the subject of a search warrant Friday 
Weiner, and her husband, Joseph Iosbaker, were among 
several activists whose homes were searched in the two cit- 
ies in an investigation into possible domestic links with al- 


leged terrorist organizations. Authorities also searched each 
of their sons’ bedrooms, including Tre Iosbaker, 17, who at- 
tended the rally in support of his parents. 

The FBI also searched the Jefferson Park home of Ha- 
tem Abudayyeh, executive director of the Arab American 
Action Network. 

Subpoenas issued to other activists sought records detail- 
ing their travel to countries in the Middle East and South 
America, as well as records of donations to Abudayyeh’s 
group and two groups on the State Department’s list of ter- 
rorist organizations. 

Special Agent Ross Rice, a Chicago-based FBI spokes- 
man, has declined to discuss details of the investigation. But 
he has noted that judges reviewed the warrants and found 
probable cause.

T roops refuse to testify 
over alleged war crimes 


TACOMA, Wash. A U.S. soldier charged with murder- 
ing civilians and other crimes in Afghanistan made 
his first court appearance Monday as n other soldiers 
invoked their constitutional right not to testily in the 
case. 

Nine of the soldiers who declined to take the witness 
stand are among a dozen infantrymen of the 5th Stryker 
Brigade, based in Washington state, who are charged in 
a case stemming from their deployment in Afghanistan’s 
Kandahar province. 

The first soldier formally accused in the case, Army 
Spc. Jeremy Morlock, 22, is charged with premeditated 
murder in the deaths of three Afghan civilians, assaulting 
a fellow soldier and “wrongfully photographing and pos- 
sessing visual images of human casualties.” 

In two of the slayings, fragmentary grenades were 
thrown at the victims and they were shot, according to 
charge sheets. The third victim also was shot. 

Morlock, from Wasilla, Alaska, wore standard Army 
combat fatigues and sat silently during Monday’s pro- 
ceedings. He was not expected to testily If found guilty 
of all charges against him, Morlock, could face the death 
penalty 

Morlock’s civilian lawyer, Michael Waddington, sug- 
gested in court that the defendant was under the influ- 
ence of various prescription drugs when questioned by 
an investigator, Anderson Wagner, in May

On Monday night at Soldier Field, however, both teams could claim to have 
legitimate chances to hit NFL pay dirt. Both entered 2-0 and both have gun- 


slinging quarterbacks leading the way, but only one could emerge undefeated. 
Here’s a look at the game, quarter by quarter, and how the Bears’ Super Bowl 


hopes rose and fell throughout. 


FIRST QUARTER 

The story of the first quarter can be told in 
two drives. The Bears received the kickoff 
and moved the ball to the Green Bay 31-yard 
line, eating up more than 6 minutes. The of- 
fense looked smooth. Then the drive bogged 
down, and Robbie Gould delivered a rare field 
goal miss.

Haven’t you seen 
it? Observe carefully 
at his next news con- 
ference. That is, if 
you can avoid drift- 
ing into catatonia 
as you listen to his 
measured, benign rhetoric. 

It should be acknowledged that he’s ac- 
complished more than most. Entering "SXfeek 
3, Smith had amassed a 56-46 record, the 
third-most wins in franchise history Four 
seasons ago he was a good half of football 
from a Super Bowl title— with Rex Gross- 
man at quarterback, no less. 

Smith’s successes afford him the benefit 
of the doubt. It’s not a huge leap to argue 
that the Bears’ three-year playoff drought 
has slightly more to do with the holes in the 
roster than Smith’s leadership. Plus, despite 
exhibiting a public persona that’s duller than 
a wooden spoon, the players show no signs 
of turning a deaf ear toward him. 

But since the Bears reshuffled this offsea- 
son, any reasonable excuses have evaporated 
faster than Lindsay Lohan’s credibility. 
They’ve got a fearsome pass rusher in Julius 
Peppers. Their Pro Bowl linebackers are 
rejuvenated and (mostly) healthy And most 
important, Jay Cutler looks increasingly 
comfortable at the controls of the offense, 
even occasionally making people forget he’s 
throwing to nondescript receivers. 

To paraphrase Smith, we’re three-quarters 
of the way through the first quarter of the 
season, and he appears ready for his final 
exam. Beginning Oct. 10 at Carolina, the 
Bears have an eight-game stretch they have 
a realistic shot at sweeping. Smith and Co. 
must win at least six of those eight. If they 
do, they should find a way into the playoffs, 
and Lovie can cancel that open house. 

Otherwise, the team has shopping to do, 
and its coach a resume to polish. 

I’m crossing my fingers and hoping Smith 
gets it together, because starting over isn’t 
much of an alternative. It could be another 
three years before we know if his replace- 
ment (Bill Cowher?) can lift the fog on the 
organization.
